Lisbon, Feb. 12—The John T. Jar 
man Printing Co,, of 
Alliance

plaintiff in an action filed Monday to 
secure the ap>pointnient ol a receivet 
for the L.ectric Furnace Co. of Salem, 
the plaintiff alleging that 
the com­ 
pany is insolvent. 
They state that bond; in the sum 
of $12j ,000 hkve been issued and that 
$25,1)00 worth is due with no provis­ 
ion lor 
their 
payment, also 
that 
$17,<M>0 is due the employes of the 
plant for wages and that a total in­ 
debtedness approximating $87,000 
is 
due creditors of the company. 
They further state that there are on 
the books of the company orders te- 
aling $30,000 and if the lousiness af­ 
fairs of the compauy are properly ad­ 
ministered, debt» can he paid. 
They ask that the court appoint a 
recetver to take charge of >m* com­ 
pany's affairs as there are dissension« 
among the members of the board of 
directors -which render it impossible 
to have the business conducted in a 
proper and economical manner.

HOSPITAL FILLED, 
PULM OTORS USED 


Creeping Gas Enters Homes 
And Business Houses, 
Rescuers Overcome. 


Camden, N 
J-, Fob. 12--Six aro 
doud and a dozen others wore over­ 
come this morning when a gas main 
broke in the business center of Pit­ 
man, 15 miles Koutbeast of hero, cov­ 
ering several blocks 
with 
deadly 
fumes. 
The entire family of William Bucci, 
a shoemaker, was wiped out. The Bix 
bodies were found by rescue workers. 
Firemen and citizens working as vol­ 
unteer rescuers were overcome. 
An 
emergency hospital, set up in the cen­ 
ter of the town, was crowded with 
victims. 
Pulmotors art' being used to 
revive them. 
The bodies of Bucci, his wife and 
four children, ranging in age from 
four to 17 years, were found in their 
house. 
Bucci and one daughter Jose­ 
phine wore fully dressed. 
The other j 
members of the family were round 
dead in bed. 
Firemen equipped with gas masks 
invaded the section of the town where 
the creping gas was entering business 
houses and homes and 
rescued 
a 
dozen people who had been overcome 
and who were later revived. 
The dead: D. Bucci, 40; Mrs. pucci, 
10; 
Norman 
Bucci, 
17; 
Josephine 
Bucci, 15; Purina Bucci, 
10; 
Lewis 
Bucci, 4. 
Bucci and his daughter, Josephine, 
evidently awakened by the odor of 
gas had tried to reach the street and 
spread an alarm. 
They were found 
fully clothed lying in a hallway on 
the first floor of their home near a 
door. 
Discovery of the grim tragedy was 
made by Jacob Ruhn, who resides op­ 
posite the Bucci home. 
The gas fumes threatened to wipe 
out the family of Dr. T. T. Blackman, 
i dentist who resides 
across 
the 
street from the Bucci 
family. 
Dr. 
Blackman may die. 
Daniel S. Blackman, brother of Dr. 
Blackman, and his sister Evangeline 
Blackman, living next door, were also 
overcome but were revived by pul- 
motors.
